Some Forced To Go 


Into Russian Zone

M A R B U R G , Germany, April IO 
—f/P)— Dire economic 
need 
is 
driving many west German doc­ 
tors behind the iron curtain. 


Over 1.000 are reported to have 
emigrated in the last 18 months to 
the Soviet-occupied zone 
which 
has a severe shortage of medical 
personnel. 


Of more than 50,000 physicians 
in west Germany, 5,000 arc cur­ 
rently jobless and 10,000 are earn­ 
ing pittances of 150 to 250 marks 
a month ($37.50 to $59.50) 


“ Our advice to all with low in­ 
comes is--go east," said Dr. Heinz 
Josef Goldbacn, a leader of the 
Marburger bund, a 
welfare or­ 
ganization for the 
medical pro­ 
fession. 
“ West Germany is overcrowded 
with doctors. A huge increase oc­ 
curred during the war when medi­ 
cal students were granted draft 
deferment,” Dr. 
Goldbach 
ex­ 
plained. 
“ There are hundreds of 
fully 
trained specialists who 
work as 
musicians or bartenders at night. 
They work free during the day at 
hospitals to keep abreast of their 
profession.” 
At a hospital in Giessen, near 
here, a 35-year-old lung specialist 
with a family of three is acUdly 
chief physician, but formally he 
is still an interne at 150 marks a 
month. 
“ Medical schools 
have 
been 
turning out more graduates than 
could possibly be absorbed under 
present circumstances. After one 
year's obligatory work in a hospi­ 
tal, the non-paid guest doctor can 
try to be admitted as a practising 
physician. His chances, however, 
are one in a thousand. 
“ Regulations lim it admissions to 
one doctor to every 600 holders of 
state health 
insurance 
policies, 
carried by most West German a- 
dults. That freezes admissions far 
below the present supply. • 
“ The young doctor may continue 
working at the hospital as an in­ 
terne for 150 to 250 
marks 
a 
month, but he has little hope of 
rising to ‘assistant physician’ 
at 
450 to 600 marks a month ($107.10 
to $142.80). State or city - financ­ 
ed hospitals 
simply don’t 
have 
funds to pay more. 
“ He may open a private prac­ 
tice, leaning upon a few wealthy 
patients who pay for treatment 
out of their own pocket, but these 
patients are very rare.

More Housing Demand Here Poses Problem 


\\ ashington C H is in need of more mod­ 
ern housing. 
Small 
homes, 
particularly 
rental residences of the four, five and six 
loom type, are greatly in demand. 
In recent years this city has shown a 
steady and substantial growth. It is a na­ 
tural 
location for 
continuance 
of 
this 
:'calthy condition, but we must meet the 
need! of such growth if we hope for it to go 


Our city never has been a “boom” town, 
the kind that goes up and down with rapid 
changes of conditions. Instead 
it has been 
building through tile years upon the firm 
foundation of good agricultural surround­ 
ings, small but thriving industrial 
plants 
plus many good stores and other business 
houses. 
With excellent schools and churches and 
with fine highway and railway connections, 
together with a sound citizenship, it is an 
ideal home community. 
This explains 
why scores of families, 
looking over many locations, have decided 
that this is the kind of desirable small city 
in which to establish 
a home. 
In many 
cases this has appealed to families which do 
not depend upon work in this commun­ 
ity for their living expenses. 
Only one thing stands in the way of more 
rapid growth. That is lack of a sufficient 
number of modern homes to meet the grow­ 
ing need. 
Within the past two or three years sever­ 
al enterprising local citizens, recognizing 
these conditions, have contributed material­ 
ly toward cdleviation of this demand by 
building a number of residences for rental 
purposes. Others have added their share by 
constructing new homes for their families 
or improving residences which already ex­ 
isted but needed modernizing. 
New residential additions and some here­ 
tofore unused fair sized tracts of land with­ 
in the city limits, have been sprouting con­ 
venient, new and modern homes. 
Still, the demand for modern small homes 
keeps ahead of the supply. Real estate deal­ 
ers in this city report that hardly a day 
passes without their receiving from two to 


five calls, mostly for rental property and for 
five and six room houses in most cases. 
All this poses a question for the people of 
this community. 
With prospects 
that one or more local 
manufacturing plants will enlarge their fa­ 
cilities before long, it is the part of wisdom 
for our city planners and bur business peo­ 
ple to give serious and persistent thought 
to some organized movement to obtain ad­ 
ditional good homes here. 
More building, even though present con­ 
struction costs seem high, is almost certain 
to prove a sound investment over the years 
to come in this kind of a community.

Because some political fiend invented the 
income tax—it was necessary to amend the 
Constitution to put it into effect—the figure 
of a worker’s salary is illusionary. All that 
counts is what he is permitted to keep, com­ 
monly known as take-home pay. 
The larger the salary, the more drastical­ 
ly it is whittled down by the government. 
For those in the higher brackets the bite 
is, in fact, a mouthful. 
The other day a major U. S. concern ad­ 
vertised in several cities for an executive to 
manage its properties in Central America. 
The job was to pay $25,000 a year—tax free. 
The response was tremendous, the lure be­ 
in • the tax-free bait. 
There were 2.100 applications, IOO long­ 
distance telephone calls. Several company 
presidents now receiving salaries of $50,- 
000 a year were eager to make the change. 
These are days of high salaries and top 
wages, but—taking the devaluation of the 
dollar into account—the net is seldom more 
than pay received in similar lines before the 
income tax was initiated. One tax-free dol­ 
lar would buy as much 40 years ago as five 
inflated and taxed dollars buy today.

Loss of Appetite

deficiency because not enough is 
taken into the body; how ever, it 
may frequently follow m ajor su r­ 
gical procedures, 
since 
patients 
eat little at such tim es. E xcessive 
am o u n ts 
of 
potassium 
are 
lost 
w henever there is severe vom it­ 
ing or d iarrh ea. T h e giving of in­ 
jections of salt and glucose so­ 
lutions, w hich is often done w hen 
patients are too ill to be fed by 
m outh, m ay cause excessive e x ­ 
cretion 
of 
potassium 
via the 
kidneys.

m ost 
com mon .symptoms 
of 
potassium 
deficien cy 
are: 
drow nsiness, w eakness and tire d ­ 
ness, distention of the bow el, loss 
of appetite, sick n ess at the stom ­ 
ach, and the collection of fluid 
in th e tissues. If th e d iso rd er i 
severe, there may be stretching 
or dilatatio n of the h eart, and a 
drop in the blood pressure. 


The potassium deficiency m ay 
be corrected or prevented by giv ­ 
ing sa lts of potass> rn by mouth* 
or by injection into vein under 
the 
skin.

possible, 
treatm ent by m outh is the safest 
and sim p lest

use. A patient

Eases Shortage 


Civilian Goods 


Supplies Kept Up 


By WAYNE OLIVER 
NEW YORK, April IO —(ZP)— 
Why haven’t w e had the shortages 
in civilian goods that so many 
forecasters were warning of a few 
months ago? 
A complete answer would be a 
complex one, for a lot of factors 
are involved. But the main reason 
is that we now are able to produce 
a great deal more than at the start 
of World War II--m ore than the 
average person realized and per­ 
haps more than some of the fore­ 
casters realized. 
Production capacity has increas­ 
ed so much that despite the de­ 
fense program w e have surpluses 
in adnumber of lines, price cutting 
in a few, and scattered layoffs of 
industrial workers. 
And w hile we probably are little 
more than halfway to the peak of 
the defense program, a good part 
of what’s to come w ill be taken 
care of by still more expansion of 
production capacity. 
So even at the peak, it looks 
now as if there would be more 
butter along with guns, and more 
television sets along w'ith tanks, 
than had been expected. There 
still may be som e shortages but 
not as many or as severe as had 
been forecast. 
The scope of the production e x ­ 
pansion is emphasized when you 
compare outputs and capacities of 
som e of our major industries with 
ten years ago. 


Steel Pro du cti on Up 
Steel capacity, for example, has 
risen from 85 million tons a year 
to w ell over 104 million, or more 
than 22 percent, and still is grow ­ 
ing fast. 
Electric power output has jum p­ 
ed from 142 billion kilowatt hours 
a year to more than 329 billion, or 
more than 130 percent, in the past 
decade. And generating capacity 
has risen from 40 million kilo­ 
w atts additional capacity in the 
wrorks for completion by the end 
of 1953. 
Automobile production capac­ 
ity nearly double what it was 
before the war. Last year’s output 
of a little over eight million cars 
and trucks, for instance, compar­ 
ed with not quite four and a half 
m illion in 1940 and the pre-war 
record of five and a third million 
in 1929. 
Freight car capacity has increas­ 
ed in the past decade from about 
85 and one-half million tons to 
90 and one-third millions. While 
that’s only a little over five per­ 
cent. Carrying capacity has gone 
up by a much greater percentage 
due to increased speeds of freight 
trains and more efficient handling 
of cars. 


T V Role I m p o r t a n t 
Television has played an im ­ 
portant role by bringing a spectac­ 
ular expansion in the electronics 
industry. About one-tenth of arms 
production is expected to consist 
of electronics equipm ent to be pro­ 
duced largely by radio-television 
manufacturers, whose capacity has 
increased at least five-fold in the 
past IO years. 
The set makers turned out near­ 
ly 12 m illion radios in 1940, and 
only a handful of sets for televi­ 
sion which still was in an e x ­ 
perimental stage. Last year they 
made 14 and a half m illion radio 
sets and seven and a half million 
television sets, each of which was 
the equivalent of five radio sets 
in production capacity required. 
Another spectacular growth was 
registered by the natural gas in­ 
dustry which has more than doub­ 
led its output in the past decade 
and added greatly to the nation’s 
sources of fuel and power. Its 
output rase from three and a third 
trillion cubic feet in 1940 to near­ 
ly seven trillion in 1950. 
An exam ple of the expansion 
of other industries is the remain­ 
der of John M. Kibbin, W esting­ 
house vice president, that two and 
a half times as many refrigerators 
were sold last year as in 1940. On 
electric ranges it was four and a 
half times as many, and for water 
heaters eight times as many. Pro­ 
duction has gone up practically all 
along the line, including food.
